Mr. Paxton and Mr. At- 
wood will leave tomcrrow night for 
Chicago to consult with the experts, 
but it is unlikely that the analysis 
will have proceeded far enough to eh- 
able them to give the iawyers defin- 
nite information. The lawyers are 
in no hurry to bring about’an arrest, 
as they are confident that the per-

rogate any and all employes. 

“No attempt whatever has been made

NO MORNING PAPER ISSUED IN 
DENVER BECAUSE OF STRIKE 


Pressmen Demand Extra Pay for 
Extra Hour They Have 


Worked for Year. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 15.—Probably 
for the first time in its history Denver 
breakfasted without its usual morning 
paper, The cause was the difficulty be- 
tween the publishers and the local or- 
ganization of the International Press- 
men’s Union, which reached a climax 
yesterday. 

Although yesterday’s conference was 
continued until long after midnight, no 
basis for agreement could be reached 
and publishers of the two morning pa- 
pers decided not to make any attempt 
to publish this morning. 

The demands of the local union orig- 
inally were for a sevén-hour instead wf 
an eight-hour day and an increase of 
$1 a day, the changes to date from 
March j last. These conditions were 
agreed to but before the final adjust- 
ment could be miade the pressmen de- 
mandéd that they be grahted time and 
a half for the extra hour they had 
worked under the new scale from last 
March. This’ the pubfisers refused and 
the lockout followed. Negotiations will 
be resumed today. 

The increase of $1 a day and time and 
a halt for the extra hour since last 
March will aggregate between $15,000 
and $20,000 for the four local dailies.

HEALTH BOARD NAMES 900 
DOCTORS TO MAKE REPORTS 


They Will Help Carry. Out Pro- 
visions of the New Vital 


Statistics Law. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15.—The 
State Board of Health has divided the 
State into more than nine hundred reg- 
istrar districts under the new vital- 
statistics law and has appointed one 
physician in each as registrar. The 
health commissioners of St. ‘Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph and Springfield, 
where organized health departments are 
provided by ordinance, bécome regis- 
trars for these cities and make re- 
ports, as do all registrars, of ‘all births, 
deaths, contagious diseases, etc., to the 
secretary of the State Board of Health, 
Dr. ,Frank B. Hiller, here. 

The following registrars are appointed 
for St. Louis County: Drs. James T. 
Douglas, Ferguson; Jofin Pitman, Kirk- 
wood; L. W. Cape, Maplewood; Marshall 
Baker, Webster Groves; R. L. Bracy, 
Wellston, and G. O. Edgers, Clayton. 
The: Board of Health has decided to 
locate the -State Bacteflologist in tte 
office here with Secretary Hiller of ‘the 
Board of Health. A laboratory” will 
‘be equipped, Where ‘examinations can 
be’ made for tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, etc., free to all physicians 
of the State. 

Dr, Guthrie McConnell of St. Louis fs 
the Bacteriologist for the State. His 
successor will be selected in about two 
months, when the office will be located 
here. :

ciety full opportunity to make answer!

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Dear Sir—Your correspondent called on 
us for a statement of the Burley To- 
bacco Co.’s position with reference to 
the contemplated action of the Gov- 
ernment against the society. In answer 
to one phase of the question, permit me 
to say officially in the absence of our 
president, Mr. Clarence Lebus, and out 
vice-president, Mr. Ferguson, both ‘of, 
whom are men of integrity and as 
standing as you: will find in the Staite 
of Kentucky, or any other state, that 
I have been secretary of the Butley: 
Tobacco Society, with the. exception ‘of 
a few months, since the organization 
was incorporated and that I will state 
officially in the most emphatic and un- 
mistakable terms that the society has 
never had any connection whatsoever 
directly, indirectly, secretly or openly 
with what is valled “Night Riding.’ 

Society Opposed Night Riding- 

On the contrary, they have passed 
resolutions time and again condtmning 
such action on the part of any individ- 
uals who may have pooled their to, 
bacco and have published numerous ar- 
ticles admonishing their members to 
strictly obey the law. The Burley 
Tobacco Sogliety as such, is no more 
responsible for the doings of some few 
misguided members, who might choose 
to take the law in their own hands 
and avenge their private wrongs, ‘real 
or fancied, than is the press responsible 
for the doings of scalawag newspaper 
employes who are guilty of infractions 
of any moral or :¢riminal lew. 

In an organization with some forty 
odd thousand members thére are bound 
to be illiterate, hot-headed persons who 
seek to settle their private disputes be- 
tween themselves without proper re- 
course to law, and simply the fact 
that they had pooled their tobacco af- 
fords no legitimate excuse for blaming 
the society for their doings.. The Bur- 
ley Tdbacco Society has never been 
forewarned of any act of lawless. %ss, 
nor has it ever known who committed 
such acts, nor ever has it done aught 
to encourage the same. 

Ask Hearing Before Verdict. 

Our district board is composed of as 
representative a lot of men as you will 
find anywhere in our State or any 
other State. All we want is the truth 
and to be given credit for being honest, 
law-abiding officers until we are proven 
{o the contrary. We do not Want to be 
condemned through the press before go- 
ing to trial, nor do we think it ‘fair 
that public opinion should be molded 
by sensational newspaper representa- 
tions of one side of the case -.without 
the other being heard at the same time. 

In closing, permit me to say that your 
representative has assured me that he 
is absolutely ‘unbiased in the matter 
and seeks for nothing but the truth 
and will publish the truth only, regard- 
less of whom it may benefit or hurt.

Miss ’'Conley’s' argument lasted more 
than an hour. She is a middle-agea wom- 

an, showing clearly her Indian descent, 
and speaking with a shrill voice. She con- 
fined herself closely to her printed brief 
of 7 pages, although several questions 
were put to her by members of the 
court, Which she oe readily and 
intelligently. 

In July, 1907, when the City Couneil 
ef Kansas City, Kan., made an effort to 
seize this plot of ground, Miss Conley 
and her sisters, Helen and Ida, stood 
guard in the cemetery with shotguns 
and protected the tract until the case 
was taken into court.’

He himself, 
by his opposition to Seeretary Ballinger and the 
laws of his department, has caused grave doubt 
concerning the good faith and intentions of the 
Secretary and his subordinates. The congressional 
inquiry into Secretary Ballinger’s eonduct should 
settle that point, 

But the danger lies in popular apathy, The al- 
most universal acceptance of the principle. should 

lind no one to the menace of delay and treachery 
for the benefit of the apecial interests seeking to 
gobble the public domihin. Nor should anyone 
feel that the cause is safe until the principle is 
applied in the broadest scope to effect practical 
results. For years public opinion has been en- 
lightened on the danger of monopoly and has 
demanded restraining action, yet little has been 
accomplished to check it. It is gratifying to note 
that Mr. Pinchot, who has done more than any 
other man to apply the principle to actual govern- 
mental policy, has undertaken to give it the widest 
scope. All citizens who recognize the importance 
of the present crisis in the battle against monopoly 
will support Mr. Pinchot on the platform he an- 
nounces in the following statement: 

“The conservation of natural resources 
and the conservation of popular government 
are both at stake. The one needs conserva- 
tion no tess than the other. 

‘Every movement. and measure, from what- 
ever source, that tends to advance conservation 
and promote government by men for human 
welfare, F shalt try to help. Every movement 
and measure, from whatever source; that hin- 
ders conservation and promotes government by 
money for profit, I shall endeavor to oppose. 
The supreme test of movements and measures 
is the welfare of the plain people. I am as 
ready to support the administration when tt 
moves. toward this paramount end as I am to 
oppose it when it moves away.”

Friday by Mrs. Phillip N. Moore of 
3125 Lafayette avenue, national president 
of the Federation of Women's Clubs, 
and Dr. Frances Bishop, chairman 
of the health department of the Mis- 
souri Federation of Women’s Clubs. 


They madea tour of the insanitary dis- 
trict accompanied by settlement workers 
and a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Both club women agree that the state- 
ment of conditions by Dr. B. 8S. Warren 
has not been overdrawn and that it is 
absolutely necessary to tear down many 
of the buildings to protect “the health 
of the residents there.. They declare 
that the filthy conditions in that lo- 
cality, are 4 menace-to the health of the 

nie tea a people interested in the 
welfare of humanity to investigate these 
terrible conditions and then act,” Mrs. 
Moore said after returning from ‘the 
tour of investigation. “After gaining 
knowledge of the conditions it is then 
the duty of everyone to urge the city of- 
ficials and owners of the property there 
to remedy the conditions. 

Impossible to Keep Clean. 

“It is a very poor argument to say 
that it is impossible to improve the 
conditions until the residents in that 
district are taught cleanliness. No 
person on earth could live cleanly in the 
filthy buildings and surroundings now 
otcupied. by many of those miserable, 
poverty-stricken people. They cannot 
keep the dirty, vermin-soaked . wood 
buildings and outhouses clean. Scrub- 
bing would have no effect upon them. 

“What is meeessary is that many of 
the buildings be torn down. Then re- 
build clean buildings. Give the people a 
chance to be clean and compel ‘them to 
obey sanitary laws. They cannot be ex- 
pected to absorb the teachings of clean- 
liness and ~iben practice those theories 


in pig pens.”

Ventilation Is Essential. | 

“Ventilation is what these people 
need,” she said. ‘Not only ventilation 
of the homes, but ventilation of the 
conditions through the public press and 
personal investigation of conditions by 
those interested in the welfare of the 
human family. Public opinion should 
compel action. 

“Ags a remedy, I suggest and urge that 
the public in general visit this locality 
investigate the conditions, and then re- 
port specific instances of filthiness to the 
Board of Health. I know that the 
Health Department has not enough in- 
spectors to keep well informed as to 
the conditions throughout the city. The 
public can act as inspectors and inform 
the Health Board of their findings. Such 
information has. been accepted by the 
board and results produced. 

‘In many of these buildings the rooms 
have never seen sunlight since they 
were built. The dark, illy ventilated 
rooms are germ breeders and a constant 
menace. Many of the buildings can- 
not be remodeled or made sanitary. The 


only hope is to tear them down and be- }) 


gin anew. To be healthy the rooms 
must have light and air. 
Cen’t Eradicate Disease Germs. 

‘In rooms econsumptives have occupied 
it is impossible to eradicate the disease 
germs under present conditions. It is 
dangerous for others to occupy the 
rooms, but we find that in many in- 
stances the filthy conditions are nof re- 
moved and cannot be removed before 
the rooms are rented to others. It is a 
dangerous condition to the health of the 
entire city.” 

Both women suggest that the Mayor 
and public officials visit the district and 
satisfy themselves of the conditions. 
They also urge that property owners 
should investigate the sanitary condi- 
tions of the property they own and 
assist in improving) the conditions. 

“Mayor Kreismann is a fair-minded 
man,’’ Mrs. Moore said. ‘I believe that 
if he would make a tour of the Ghetto 
he would find conditions that he does 
not realize now exist. It is terrible to 
think of what might happen in case a 
fire should break out in this locality. I 
believe the Mayor and councilmen 
should study the conditions from this 
standpoirt also. | 

“I am charitable enough to believe 
that the owners of. property in this dis- 
trict do not know the existing condi- 
tions. If they knew it, I believe they 
would assist in bettering them. It is 
their duty to investigate. If they will- 
fully refuse to investigate, it is then the 
duty of the public to force action
